“My story means my life,” she 
cried out at the county jail where 
she awaited the. results of a legal 
fight launched by her attorneys to 
delay her return to Arizona. to face 
possibly the hangman’s noose for 
the slaying of Agnes Leroi and 
Hedwig Samuelson. 

“It’s terrible but I can’t tell any 
more,” she declared. 

The letter which she wrote while 
hiding for four days in Los Angeles 
is locked in the safe of her attor- 
neys and will remain there, Attor- 
ney ‘Richard Cantillon:said, until 
her trial. 

Letter Describes Relations 

The letter was said to describe in 
intimate details the relations of 
Mrs, Judd, secretary at a Phoenix, 
Ariz., clinic with her close friends, 
Miss Leroi, 30 year old nurse at the 
clinic, and Miss Samuelson, 25, a 
red-haired school teacher patient 
whom she shot to death. 


Mrs. Judd said“she quarrellea | 


with Miss Samuelson over a “slight- 
ing -remark;’. and..refused to. say 
what the remark was, but added the 
quarrel .was.,all explained in the 
15 page letter. 

In her first declaration: to her 
young brother, Burton McKinnell 
last Monday when she and McKin- 
nell tried vainly to get the trunks 
in which the bodies were shipped 
here from Phoenix, Mts. Judd said 
she was “justified” in the killings. 

The letter, addressed to Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Judd ,the husband of the 
“Velvet Tigress” Was said by Mrs. 
Judd to contain “my justification.”

Haze and Doubt 

The literature advocating the 
test is filled with “haze and doubt,” 
he notes, “especially in respect to 
its effectiveness, while the influence 
of the milk of the, tuberculin-tested 
cows appears to have been overlook- 
ed altogether,” : 

As is well, known, Conty Agents 
and Government Vets sent out to 
sell the idea to farmers are en- 
thusiastic and keen for its adoption, 
but when the,Department of Agri- 
culture.sets down the case in cold 
black and» white, .damaging ad- 
missions are made. Corcular No. 249 
‘of the Department has 

“In the hands of unscrupulous per- 
sons it is a danger to the livestock 
industry of the nation, because it 
is known that some animals may be 
so frequently treated with tubercu- 
lin as to,establish a tolerance a- 
gainst its action, or, in other words, 
they lose their sensitiveness to its 
action.” : 

Again the’ circular says: 

“It is obvious that sound judg- 
ment and diplomacy on the part of 
the veterinarian are essential to 
success in testing animals with tub- 
erculin.” 

In other words, unless the testers 
are “sound of judgment” and “dip- 
lomatic,” the thing is here conceded 
a dead failure, observes Dr. Under- 
hill. 

“Further Official Uncertainty. 

Three methods for applying the 
test are described in the circular 
mentioned; namely, the subcutan- 
eous, the intradermic and the op- 
thalmic, and it adds: 

“As has been stated, each meth- 
od and each combination (of meth- 
ods) -has certain advantages, and 
there are times when one shouldbe 
used in preference to another.” 
~ “When-are the times, and who is 
to pick them out with certainty?” 
asks Dr. Underhill) More “‘diplom- 
acy” is evidently required. 

Circular 249 states that frequent 
testing of cows establishes a toler- 
ance’to tuberculin so that they do 
not react, resulting in leaving di- 
seased cattle in the herd. 

On:-the other Hand, says the cir- 
cular, animals may be erroneous- 
ly classified as reactors “when a 

slighé thermal disturbance may be 
due other causes,” and healthy 
animais are then condemned as-di- 
seased, 

If -the test may leave diseased 
cattle in the herd and throw out 
healthy cattle, what good is it? 

Pure Guesswork 

Other speculative doubts are con- 
tained in the circular, among them 
is this: 

“Sound judgment should be use 
in classifying animals, the previot 
history of the herd relative to in- 
fection being taken into considera- 
tion in classifying very small smell- 
ings.-—'The ability to make these 
distifietions is by some called IN- 
TUITION.” (Ourseaps.) 

In the cw t vernacular,

combination do not react again 
when the subcutaneous test has 
been used as a check. Therefore, to 
avoid confusing the operator, and 
possibly the owner, as to the accur- 
acy of tuberculin, its use is not ad- 
vised upon known reactors.” 

Read that again and note: 

1. The animal is to be shot with 
tuberculin until she reacts. Do you 
get that? And all it means? 

2. Don’t let the owner see that 
the test is really NOT “accurate.” 
Keep him dancing to the jig-time of 
a big bluff, or the farce may sud- 
denly end. 

Post Mortems Secret 

Owners are also to be kept at a 
safe distance from all post-mortem 
examinations, for the reason that in 
many cases no discoverable lesion 
of a tuberculous nature can be 
found. 

Although the department of ag- 
riculture advises  retesting six 
months after the first test, and 
thereafter once a year, the Depart- 
ment’s Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1069 
has this: 


Tuberculin by its immunizing 
property, can cause tuberculous an- 
imals to fail to respond to its appli- 
cation at another time.” 

Dr. Underhill comments: “If the 
cow is not sufficiently devitalized 
by the first few tests, the attempt 
should be made every year. during 
her life. She may at any time de- 
velop tuberculosis, but it may not 
be discoverable by this test,” owing 
to the tolerance produced in her 
system by the repeated injections of 
tuberculin, Of course if tuber- 
culin were a true preventive of the 
disease, reactors would not be 
found on re-tests. 

Unreliable and Impossible 

“The present scheme, therefore 
(says Dr. Underhill), for the elim- 
ination of tuberculosis among cat- 
tle is unrcliable and impossible. It 
is a destructive and killing process. 
All reactors are headed for the 
slaugnter-house; the major portion 
of the carcasses to be used for hu- 
man food — tuberculosis notwith- 
standing!” 

“The second and third tests (he 
continues) show more reactors in 
the’ same herd; they follow the 
course of the first lot. The process 
is kept up until either the entire 
herd is slaughtered, or a few have 
been found that resist the effects 
of the test. 

“This killing process is simply 
dealing with results.. Whatever was 
operating to produce tuberculosis 
among cattle is still operating. 

“It has been found that some an- 
imals that do not react may have 
tuberculosis in its worst form. The 
uncertainties surrounding the test 
are sO Many and so confusing as to 
nullify whatever diagnostic value it 
is supposed to have; whereas, its 
harmful effects are certain andthe 
economic loss of tremendous pro- 
portions.” 

Observations Summarized 

“Interviews and wide correspon- 
dence with physicians, veterinar- 
ians and prominent dairymen bring 
forth observations which may be 
summarized as follows: 

1. Tuberculin testing of cows 
tends to devitalize the animal, and 
while she may possibly be render- 

ed immune to tuberculosis, she. is 
more susceptible to other diseases. 

2. The animals require. better 
‘care ta protect them from diseases 
of various kinds. . 

. The milk of such cows does 
not contain the life-saving elements 
which characterize ‘the milk from 
healthy non-tuberculin-tested cows. 

4. In many instances the test does 
not succeed. 

5.’ Some ‘cows having tuberculosis, 
being immune to the test, do not 
react. 

6. There are many possible er- 
rors in technique which may nulli- 
fy the reactions. 

7. Tuberculin testing does more 
harm.than good. 

8. It is a political graft and 
pmerely gives occupation to large 





ed to give a typical reaction to the 


numbers of political job-holders. 


9. It is a nuisance and an un- 


Tuberculosis develops and 
also spreads more on account of im- 
proper care and ventilation than it 
does by contact with tuberculosis 
animals. 


11. Ventilation, cleanliness, and 
exclutiing from the herd cows that 
do not appear from ordinary signs 
to be healthy and productive, are 
of more value than all the tubercu- 
lin testing.” 

‘Dr. Underhill declares the test 
“may prove devitalizing and des- 
tructive to health in many subtle 
and unobserved ways.” 

He comments on the contention 
that. tuberculin can do no harm 
because it is sterile, saying that any 
foreign substance made sterile and 
plunged into a cow’s body and left 
there long encugh will set up con- 
ditions that devitalize the cow and 
pa contaminate .the milk 
supp: 

“The tuberculin-tested cow is 
something different — a departure 
from nature. 

“Study the product ,milk, rath- 
er than devitalize the producer.” 

Essentials Overlooked 

He then urges scrupulous clean- 

liness on the part of the milker and 
milk handler. 
“Next would come a careful ob- 
servation of each cow in the herd 
and isolation of those showing signs 
of or disease of any 
kind. A little training in bovine 
symptomatology. would soon qualify 
any. intelligent dairyman to elim- 
inate undesirable animals. So much 
emphasis has been placed on tuber- 
culin testing,.the vital and essen- 
tial things have been largely over- 
looked.” 

One-tenth of the energy and out- 
lay, he. thinks, rightly directed, 
would give us a healthy bovine 
stock, a superior milk supply, and 
a saving of what is now a stagger- 
ing economic loss. 

Plants Disease in Cow 

“It is well known (he states). that 
a cow that does not react this year 
may react next year. May not the 
test: have so lowered the vital re- 
sistance as to cause that reaction? 

Those not reacting may neverthe- 
less have their physigal powers so 
taxed in resisting the effects of the 
test as to impair their vitality. It 
is like planting an infectious disease 
in the cow. Tuberculin-tested cows 
require more care and better pro- 
tection from the weather and other 
adverse: conditions than healthy 
non-tested cows; it is therefore evi- 
dent they have less resistance and 
consequently less vitality. 

Affecting Milk Supply 

“Milk as food for children, is 
chiefly “valuable on account of its 
reconstructive and vitalizing power. 
The cow cannot impart to her milk 
life-giving elements which she does 
not possess. If her physical powers 
are in any way impaired, the value 
of her product is correspondingly 


' diminished. 


“Any disease or circumstance that 
acts profoundly upon the human 
mother may not materially affect 
the nursing child. On the other 
hand, when the mother is not mark- 
edly affected, the child may be quite 
profoundly affected. As a general 
rule, when the mother escapes; 
the child suffers. 

“When the cow, therefore, reacts, 
that is,.suffers in her own body the 
effects of tuberculin-testing, she 
goes to the block. When she does 
not react, she, to a large extent, 
passes certain subtle and harmful 
effects.on to her foster-children of 
the human race. 

“The object of tuberculin-testing 
is. to purify the milk supply, but 
did anyone ever purify a stream by 
poisoning its headwaters?” 

Paying the Price 

“If the cow reacts, she pays the 
price with her life; if she does not 
react, humanity pays the price with 
a vitated, devitalized, disease-pro- 
ducing milk supply, which is a 
threat. of disaster to every child 
brought into the world; and in that 
threat is the very disease which 
tuberculin is supposed to eradicate.”

Bloom Every Month in the Garden 








With the aid of a cold frame it is 
a simple matter to have bloom ev- 
ery month in the year. Sometimes 
this is possible in cold climates 
without a frame but a cold frame 
sheltering pansies and violas which 
will bloom off and on all winter 
makes it acertainty. The little 
bulbs take up the procession, start- 
ing February, and carry it along 
until spring breaks: First of to 
appear, often during a thaw in 
February and regularly in March, 
are the snowdrops, the daintiest of 
all the little bulbs. It requires at 
least a hundred to make a con- 
spicuous showing but even one or 
two bulbs hanging out their snowy 
thre-petalled bells are given en- 
thusiastic welcome. The finest 
snowdrop for. general planting is 
the giant form, Galanthus Elewesii, 
double the size of the common 
snowdrop, Galanthus nivalis. It 
usually appears a few days earlier 
than the common _ type. Plant 
snowdrops for earliest display in a 
situation in full sun and preferably 
on a south slope if one is available. 
Another choice position for them 
and which will bring into bloom is 
underneath a south window near 
the foundation of the house where 
they are protected and there is the 
added delight of being able to look 
out of the window on raw days in 
March and the dainty 
snow-white bells with their green 
trimmings: This method of plant- 


ing will give the most enjoyment 
of this beautiful little bulb. Fol- 
lowing after the snowdrop come 
the crocuses with their cheery yel- 
lew balloons, which are the first 
varieties to appear, and then come 
the purples and the whites. Before 
the crocuses have gone the squills, 
scillas, and glory of the snow, 
chionodoxa, appear in blue and 
blue purple, and close upon. the 
their heels come the grape hyacin- 
ths, which carry the garden into 
the daffodil and tulip season. The 
Siberian squill, scilla siberica, gives 
the most vivid patches of blue of 
early spring and is worthy of plant- 
ing by the thousand. A group of 


display. As these bulbs are small 
they can be dibbled in broadcast 
all over the garden and give a flash 
of color before the perennials are 
above ground. Crocuses are often 
planted in the grass and give a 
beautiful effect used in this man- 
ner but as the grass must be mown 
before they can mature their leaves 
they are short lived and need fre- 
quent replacing. They are cheap 
enough, however, so that this can 
be done. In the garden where. they 
can ripen their foliage, and essential 
to the permanence of a bulb, they 
are permanents investments. Glory 
of the.snow with its blue stars 
striped with white is one of the 
showiest of the small bulbs and 
soon makes big colonies. 











Plant Cottage Tulips for Yellows 





Cottage tulips are one of the 
three classes of late May flower- 
ing tulips, the other two being the 
Darwins and Breeders. The cottage 
tulips are so called because they 
were old types which fell into. dis- 
favor in Holland when the tulipo- 
mania of 1634 made striped tulips 
the chief attraction and the beau- 
tiful self colored tulips were not 
highly regarded and were planted 
chiefly in the cottage gardens of 
the peasantry. It is’ now difficult 
to understand why striped tulips 
which are least important accord- 
ing to present day garden tastes) spac 
ever could have been in the ascen- 
dency. When the great tulip gam- 
ble blew up and the bulbs receded 
from the medium of insane specu- 
lation merely to garden plants the 
self colored forms regained popu- 
larity and were collected as fast as 
discovered from the small cottage 
gardens, propagated and placed in 
the position of importance they de- 
serve. This class contains the old- 
est varieties in cultivation and fur- 
nishes the only pure yellows among 
late tulips and also the most bril- 





liant reds, ..The flowers are, for 


the most part, pointed, while in 
other late classes they are cup 
shaped, the petals being rounded 
at the tips. They do not attain 
stature of the Darwins and Breed 
ers but are much taller than the 
eariy classes and a few of them 
approach the-Darwins in height.

How Bankers View Workers 

Now I am sending this not be- 
cause I think its readers have any 
money to buy stocks with, but be- 
cause as a financial reporter, I 
want to show your readers just 
how bankers,‘ browers, and their 
customers view people who produce 
the things represented by shares of 
stocks and bonds. I don’t blame the 
people with whom I come inte con- 
tact every day while earning my 
living, as a reporter. Their game is 
stock gambling, or if you prefer, we 
will call it “investing.” The pieces 
of paper that they deal in represent 
things made out of the toil of mil- 
lions. These things are “bulled” 
and “beared” with no thought of 
the good or ill. of those who make 
these things. 

Acut in wages means actual 
hardships to the families of the 
workers who get the cut. It means 
doing without thing or that. It 
means less money to meet obliga- 
tions already incurred on the basis 
of a higher wage. And this wage 
may have well been already mighty 
small. But the system under which 
we live is so cruel that men who are 
undoubtedly very good to their fam- 
ilies can hail a wage cut as good 


‘fortune to themselves. 


One Class’s Gain Is Another’s 
Loss 


Let me show readers what I mean 
with actual exhibits. As I write 
this, on my desk is a statement from 
one of the biggest commission 
houses in Wall Street. It is dated 
Sept. 15. It foretells a cut in wages 
by the Steel Trust of 10 per cent 
before the end of Septefiiber. 
says “a 10 per cent wage reduction 
by the steel corporation would mean 
from $2 to $3 a share on the stock, 
depending on the number employ- 
ed. 


In other words, if the meager 
wages of the steel employes are re- 





duced, the stockholders will be able 
to get $2 to $3 dividends out of their 
that now they can not hope 
to get. The millionaire owners of 
the Steel Trust, already ‘fat with 
spoil, by increasing the poverty of 
the steel workers, will get more 
wealth. It’s all here in black and 
white though I don’t dare send you 
the printed statement. It wasn’t in- 
tended for your eyes, but for those 
already rich in the world’s goods. 

Here is another one issued by an- 
other banking house on Sept. 23, 
just after the cut in wages was an- 
nounced. It jubilates over the cut, 
Saying it will be followed by other 
great corporations, and will .result 
in “revival of business activity, and 
hence this new development (cut- 
ting of wages) is a bullish influ- 
ences.” 


i Wonder’s At People’s 
Stupidi 


ity 
I write this I.am reminded of 
I read many years ago writ- 
Victor Hugo. I don’t remem- 
e name of the particular book, 
Bucy remember one phrase in 
e it is: “Out of the Hell of 
the Paradise of the 
Rich.” And so out of the added cut 
in wages of the followers comes the 
joy of the bankers and the Wall 
Street speculators. 

As a financial reporter, I often 
wonder why the people don’t get 
hept to this bankers 
and brokers know “what they are 
gambling with even if most of the 
people who produce the things don’t 
know it. What’s a certificate of 
stock of the Steel Corporation but 
a lien on the flesh and blood of 
tens of thousands of workers? The 
great plants were built by the 
workers and the product they turn 
out is made by the workers. If the 
Steel Corporation can sweat a great 
lot of product out of the toil of the 
workers, they can make great pro- 
fits for the holders of these stock 
certificates and great salaries for 
those who manage this enormous 
sweat shop. And what I write about 
the Steel Corporation, is just as true 
of the other industrial plants and 
the mines of the country. 

They Expect More Profits 

Now that the owners of industry 
are going to pay the producers of 
things less money for their toil, 
there is going to be more money to 
pay out to the holders of the pieces 
of paper called stocks. That is, the 
holders think there is going to be 
more money. There might be if the 
purchasing power of the people was 
not going to be interfered with by 
this decrease. But that’s another 
story. I’m no damn economist—and 
I’m not writing a treatise, for the 
readers. I just want to try and 
show them what is really going on 
down here on the Wall Street Main

Humanness Needed in Public Health Work 


What is needed in public health 
work today is not larger appropria- 
tions for medical experimentation of 
all kinds upon children and adults, 
but rather a recognition of the prin- 
ciple that the people have a right to 
expect that they be treated as hu- 
man beings. 

It is estimated that medical in- 
stitutions in this country are capit- 
alized at $5,000,000,000, according 
to a communication by Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, M. D., in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, June 
30, 1928, p. 2131. 

This enormors sum is so stupen- 
dous that it is inconceivable that 
any physician or public health offi- 
cial could possibly..complain that 
there was any lack’of funds for the 
prevention or cure of disease 
through medical means. In fact, 
there is such a surplus of funds 
available in this country for medical 
urposes that it is being scattered to 
all parts of the world. 

Lee Alexander Stone, M. D., Ma- 
dera County Health Officer, has 
struck the nail on the head in an 
article entitled ““A Doctor Debunks 
Himself,” published: in “Better 
Health,” San Francisco, California, 
June, 1931, in which he contrasts 
the specialist or technician who has 
forgotten in large measure his hu- 
manness, and how to measure in 
terms of humanity his relationship 
with the public with the physician 
who sits at the bedside of the pa- 
tient and radiates a type of good 
fellowship that permeates the very 
air around him. Following are a few 
extracts: 

“Sane teachers find it hard to 
convince medical students that hu- 


man beings are, after all, human 
beings, and thus subject to all of 
the psychological variances one 
finds among those who make up so- 
ciety. This is particularly observ- 
able in clinics and in other institu- 
tions used by schools to educate 
their students. No two individuals 
react in just the same way toward 
any experiment, or therapeutic 
measure with a possible two or three 
exceptions. This makes it impos~ 
sible for any physician to handle 
any two given cases in the same 
manner. This is what the labora- 
tory seeks to do. . 
* s 


“The ‘ultra scientist’ in medicine 
is the dead weight the profession 
has to carry because of false teach- 
ing in modern medical colleges. 
Medical schools turn out few doc- 
tors but many technicians.

“When doctors boast of their 
scientific advances and refer to the

ling. The surgeon is better able to 
hide his mistakes than is the gen- 
eral practitioner because he has 
himself surrounded with a type of 
protection sufficiently iron-clad to 
prevent them being discovered.

Mr. Lenker remained in custody for 
two days and his experiences as a 
prisoner are told in the following 
statement by him: 
Arrested At Home 

“I was sitting at home with my 
wife and children on the 24th day 
At about 7:30 
o’clock General Haines and seven 
truck loads of soldiers and veter- 
inarians came to my place and ask- 
ed to see me, and I went out. Then 
Mr. Haines says to me, ‘We came to 
test you cattle.’ I told him I had no 
cattle, I had sold them, so Mr. 
Haines says to me, “Then you are 
our prisoner,’ so from there they 
took me out to a car with two sol- 
diers, one on each side of the car, 
with a big revolver on their hips. 
and took me to Findley’s office, 
which was the secretary's office at 
the fairgrounds. Then they said, 
‘This is the man we went after.’ I 
says to Mr. Findley, Ain’t I entitled 
to counsel?’, Findley says to me, 
*You’re entitled to nothing, move 
on.’ They then took me to a horse 
stall in the horse pavilion of the 
fair grounds, and put me in a horse 
stall withoyt a chair or 
to sit on. I stood up as long as I 
could stand it and then I sat down 
on the cold ground. 

“Presently the captain of the sol- 
diers came along and asked me, 
‘Would you like a chair?’ I replied 
that I always used a chair to sit on 
at home. Waiting some time about 
45 minutes they finally came with 
an old cot, which I sat on. When 
dinner time came they furnished 
me with something to eat. 

Guards Carried Guns 

“At about two thirty, or three 
o’clock, this same captain came to 
my door and said ‘Lenker, com: 
let's go,’ so I got up and we went out 
to.the car. They sat me in the 
middle with one soldier on each 
side, with a big rifle and revolver 
on their hips. One soldier was al- 
so sitting beside the driver with a 
revolver and rifle on each hip. Ev- 
en the driver had a revolver on his 
hip, too. Just think all this just to 
take a prisoner sixty-three years 
old to Anamosa, and for what? 

“T thought when they went east 
that we were going to Tipton for 
hearing but when we struck high- 
way number 38, we turned north 
instead of south and went to the 
Lincoln highway. At this time I 
thought I was going to Cedar Ra- 
pids to the federal court, but when 
we got to highway number 117, we 
turned to the right and I then knew 
that I was headed for Anamosa. 

Waits for Hoar 

“They drove up to Anamosa and 
asked at an oil station in a very 
low tone, ‘Where is the prison?’, and 
the station man said, ‘Up the street 
a block and a half.” We drove up 
before the state instifution and I 
sat there for about one hour wait- 
ing for admittance into the peni- 
tentiary. Just why, if I was guilty 
of a crime, did it take an hour to 
admit me to the prison? This con- 
vinced me it was a case of high 
handedness. Finally a soldier came 
out and said, ‘Well come on.’ We 
went into the prison entrance. went 
through two barred rooms (which 
I call chicken coops), and then we 
come out on the yard, and there 
was. a sidewalk some one hundred 
fifty or two hundred feet long with 
the conviets lined up on both sides 
of the sidewalk, and marched me 
down between these two lines of 
convicts as a lodge would have a 
funeral for a dead member. The 
guard that took me down to where 
they took my oyercoat from me by 
saying ‘Gimme that overcoat,’ then 
said, ‘Step up please,’ and I told 
him he was geared too high for me. 

“After checking my overcoat we 
went over to another guard and the 
guard I was with said something to 
this man I could not understand 
but the other guard said, ‘Oh! that’s 
him is it?’ He told me to get up the 
stairs and then opened the cell and 
put me in the cell and locked the 
door. At different times during the 
day and night there were men com- 
ing to try the lock on the door as if 
I were a us prisoner. The 
room they put me in was about four 
by seven and a half or eight. They 
had a toilet in the room but no way 
to flush it, that is I could not see 
any. ‘The odor was terrible, and 
such insanitary conditions surpris- 
éd me as existing in a state insti- 
tution. 

“The next day between two and 
three o’clock the guard eame to 
me and said, ‘Lenker they are rea- 
dy for you.’ At different times 
prior to this I asked the different 
men to let me call my wife at home, 
as she was very poorly with high 
blood pressure and I feared the ex- 
citement and nervousness would af- 
fect her, but this was denied me,

lic welfare supervision. The suc- 
cess of the medical men has beer 
illustrated by the enactment of im- 
portant federal legislation which 
will have a Vital bearing on the 
health of the nation, 

The réal’ danger of Allopathic 
medical control is due to. the. fact 

t-sQ-Called preventive medicine 
with serums and vaccines, will be 
forced on the people and also surgi- 
cal operation. There is no such 
thing as'a Harmless serum in spite 
of ions to the contrary. 
‘The “uselessness and dangers in- 
jeidentito}the use of serums or vac- 
cines of any kind are well known 
to all-physicians, and innumerable 
published statements by outstand- 
ing authorities, even among ortho- 
dox physicians formerly favoring 
vaccine therdpy, have been given 
wide publicity in which they repud- 
fate this method of treatment. 

All sérums’ and’ vaccines have a 
germ foundation created by human 
ingenuity that has a deranging in- 
fluence upon the glandular system. 
It is the evohitionized germs of de- 
v: human creation that is the 
basic health-destroying medium of 
the various disease serums some of 
which are much more harmful than 
others. However, it is simply the 
degree..of harm that varies—all 
have harmful effects even when 
not apparent immediately. When

But in 
spite of the fact that the theory 
is based_on serious fallacies. which 
aye now generally known, still pre- 
ventive medicine is forced upon the 
public when medical control is 
legalized, this is the most menace 
of medical control by organized 
medicine. Not only is it a viola- 
tion upon the people, but it is a vital 
issue because of the effect upon 
the health of. ,the individual, and 
often it is even a matter of life or 
death... And in many cases chil- 
dren are deprived of an education 
because, of the refusal of the par- 
ents to have them vaccinated. 
Again, in some states the parents 
have been sent to jail—imprisoned 
like common criminals because they 
wanted to keep their children 
healthy and-their blood pure. 

Numerous methods are employed 
to coerce people into- patronizing 
the doctors and manufacturing 
drug housés*even when there is no 
law makifig Medication compulsory. 
In some states.and in many cities 
children must be vaccinated before 
they can enter school—and the law 
compels school attendance. 

Nurses must be vaccinated and 
inoculated or else they cannot 
, nurse—they cannot enter training. 

Telephone companies everywhere 
and many department stores re- 
quire vaccination before employees 
can work, and many civil service 
-branches require vaccination.

men and firemen to be vaccinated.

Soldiers and*sailors are compell- 
ed to undergo vaccination and in- 
oculations of various kinds and al- 
so forced to submit to surgical op- 
erations at the discretion of the 
examining. © physicians; who - of 
course, are all “regulars,” or doc- 
tors ‘of the. Allopathic: school ‘of 
medicine. 

Compulsory medication for all 
these classes of people, which would 
make a total of hundreds of. thou- 
sands, has been going on for years 
even without definite laws in most 
instances. Now that important na- 
tional legislation has been’ enacted, 
which legalizes medical control by 
organized medicine, an even great- 
er number of people will have med- 


‘ication’ forced upon them and in- 


dividual liberty will be ignored to 
an even greater. extent. which’ is 
guaranteed by the:Constitution ans 
the Bill of Rights.

died recently, succumbed here 
shortly after midnight. 

J. Louis Comiskey will accom- 
pany the body of his father to the 
city which loved the “Old Roman” 
as owner of the White Sox of the 
American league. 

Dies in Sleep 

The elder Comiskey suffered a re- 
lapse last week that indicated the 
end was near. Death was due to 
@ complication of kidney trouble 
and heart disease. He died in his 
sleep. 

Louis was at the bedside when 
his father died in the Comiskey 
Summer home. He was the only 
close relative. The White Sox own- 
er had suffered a long illness at 
his sylvan retreat néar here. 


Comiskey was the last of a trio 
that dominated major league base- 
ball before the advent of Commis- 
sioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis. 
Ban Johnson and Garry Hermann 
were those associated with Comis- 
key in ruling the national pastime. 

Comiskey’s death terminated one 
of the longest and most picturesque 
careers in the history of baseball. 
He was the only player ever to rise 
to a position of sole ownership of 
@ majcr league baseball club. 
Throughout the baseball world and 
his numerous friends he was 
known as the “Old Roman.”

The club 
was moved to Chicago two years lat-. 
er and became the Chicago White 
Sox, with Comiskey as president and 
owner, when the American League 
was organized in 1900. In the early 
years of the America League Com- 
iskey and Johnson toiled together 
to shape the circuit into the organ- 
ization it is today. Later, however, 
their friendship turned into bitter 
nmity. - 

“Black Sox” Blamed 

The heaviest blow ever sustained 
by Comiskey was the “Black Sox” 
incident of 1919 when players of the 
strongest team he ever assembled 
threw the world series to Cincinnati. 
He banished seven of his stars and 
began rebuilding his club, but the 
“Old Roman” never fully recover- 
ed from the shock and his health 
began to fail. 

Comiskey was married to Nan 
Kelly of Dubuque, Ia., in 1882. There 
were two children, but-one died. 
The older, J. Louis Comiskey, is 
now treasurer of the White Sox.

Danger To American Public

congress, "medical control is legaliz- 
ed to an extent which would have 
been considered impossible several 
years ago:by the’ opponents of 


classes of people who have been 
forced to submit to medication 
were enumerated, and the methods 
by which vaccination and inocula- 
tions have been forced on such a 
large number of people were ex- 
plained... Untold damage has been 
done to the, nation’s health in the 
name of preventive. medicine with 
serums ahd vaccines, and unneces- 
sary surgery. While many people 
have been forced to submit. to med- 
ication, due ‘to circumstances which 
were enumerated in yesterday’s ar- 
ticle, a far greater number seek in- 
oculation, vaccination, etc., because 
they believed tmplicitly in the medi- 
cal propaganda which is a part of the 
publicity’ programs of organized 
medicine. © 
In regard:‘to the intolerance of 
organized medicine for any other 
school of.healing besides Allopath- 
ic, Dr. Tilden of Denver made the 
following comment in his maga- 
zine “Health Review and Critique:” 
“It is well known that the regular 
physieian seldom speaks favorably 


-in public of any doctor outside the 


regular fold. Yet we are person- 
ally acquainted with many very ex- 
cellent Allopathic physicians who 
patronize the Osteopath of Chiro- 
practor for their. own sciatic pain, 
lumbago,'.and neuritis. Many also 
send members of their own family 
to the so-called cults that give 
treament by hand.jnstead of by 
instrument,. drugs, or machinery. 
Let us be honest with ourselves and 
cali a spade a spade. 

“The institution of medicine has 
exhibited many traits of bigotry and 
intolerance. It has ever been slow 
to accept. new ideas, . especially 
those not originating in the minds 
of the highest authorities within 
the ranks, ‘The great Harvey was 
repudiated and suffered part-time 
ostracism for demonstrating the 
circulation df the blood. Semmel- 
weiss died insane as the results of 
@ broken heart because he was cri- 
ticized by: his profession for dar- 
ing to ddvance the theory of as- 
epsis in obstetrics. What know- 
ledge ig:today more profound or 
sacred? Homeopathy was also ridi- 
culed, but‘its proponents were lat- 
er taken into the fold.” 

Another orthodox medical man 
who has the courage of his convic- 
tions and is. fearless enough to 
speak the truth concerning his own 
profession is Dr. William Howard 
Hay of Buffalo who comments up- 
on unnecessary medication and 
surgery in Health Culture with the 
following statements: 

“The menace of unnecessary sur- 
gery is not a fanciful idea, but a 
menace that bids fair to decimate 


‘tthe country, especially of the rich, 





a few years’ ago that ‘nine- 
tenth of the internal surgery that 
is way lt qed should have been 
done, seemingly necessary 
tenth should be done by someone 
who has some further qualification 
for surgery than merely a diploma 
in medicine.” 

“What of this unnecessary nine- 
tenths, is it harmless; do we need 
the organs sacrificed ‘uselessly; will 
no evil result from this egy 
surgery? This whole thing does 
constitute a menace, not of*small 
proportions, but of huge 
sions. We have become so used to 


mediate or near—immediate death 
or sequellae of life—long crippling 
in some degree, that we seem blind 
to the awful cost of surgery. Re- 
parative surgery, the correction of 
deformities, the emergency work 
entailed in the care of accidents or 
deformities, is justifiable work, but 
here the work pee: surgeon should 


the 


Bemnity the patient for . possible 
damage done during this wholly ex- 
perimental procceding. How. much 
surgery would be done today if the 
operator were required to post an 
adequate bond to indemnify the pa- 
tient for possible harm? Not one 
per cent of what is done today. 


“If death or permanent crippling 
of the patient results from the ex- 
periment that is represented by the 
internal operation, no odium at- 
taches to the doctor who perform- 


“I am wondering how long people 
will submit themselves to experi- 
mental surgery and medication 
without any thought of indemnity 
for adverse results, and surely 
marvel a great many times at or 
boundless confidence 
the surgeon, in view of the eee 
results of surgery to be observed on 
all sides. 

“There is nothing so cheap as 
human life, after all, but it should 
be worth far more than it is, for 
each one clings to it. It is the fear 
of death on which the’ surgeon 
plays in securing permission for his 
experiment, well knowing that any- 
one will give up much, will brave 
dangers, to secure what he is led to 
believe will be greater freedom 
from: danger of death or suffering 
later. I was a surgeon for the first 
16 years, and believing in it at that 
time; yet, for the past 22 years I 
have seen no occasion for internal 
surgery, even though handling 
more and graver cases since that 
time. If the public’ knew how it 
has been and is continually being 
exploited by the surgeon it is 
scarcely to be thought that the life 
of the man who dotes on internal 
operations would be very safe. It 
is through lack of understanding 
of the true state of affairs that 
surgery is allowed to take its toll 
of life and usefulness every year, 
a toll that would make our. losses 
in the late war insignificant in- 
deed, if the truth could be known.”
